Some Interesting Reports. 
In - connection ©. with the 
election in Canton of: Dri 
San Yat-sen as President. 
of China, it is ‘reported that 
there was _ originally no 
intention of appointing a Pre- 
sident at this particular meeting 
of the two.Houses of. Parliament, 
but that all othor business was 
put aside, on the suggestion of an 
M.P. who stated that the matter 
was’ one of urgency and that 
much Chineso money abroad 
would not he remitted back to 
China until Dr. Sun was elocted. 
Tt was then decided that the 
election take place at once, and- 
it was further resolved that all 
those taking part therein should 
sign the voting papers with thoir 
own names, This was done and 
Dr. Sun was declared elected. 
Tho quostion of the powers of 
the new Prosident then came up, 
and it was resolved to pass the 
draft submitted, without discus- 
sion, a clause being added that 
the President sbould have full 
powers to appoint-and dismiss 
all officials, of whatever rank. 
Tang Shao-yi was ‘away from 
Canton at the time, having gone 
to bis-native country, but Wu 
Ting-fang knew of what was tak- 
ing place and is preparing to get 
recognilion of the Government by 
foreign Powers, The situation 
in Canton at the momeit is none 
too composed, and interesting dev- 
elopments are shortly expected. 


“PRESIDENT” SUN. 


Plans for Inauguration 
Day. 


Although no definite date has 
been fixed fox the inauguration 
of President Sun Yat-sen, it is 
generally believed that it will 
take place within ten days, says 
the Canton Times. Meanwhile 
plans for the celebration are 
being discussed by the different 
public organisations to make that 
a great day of frolic and joy and 
a memorable one, According to 
the programme decided upon, 
there will be a parade of autome- 
biles,’ motorcycles, bicycles, 
picturesque floats, and stunts 
by people taking part in a 
huge parade. On the River, 
there will bea parade of steam 
launches, motor-boats, and 
flower-boats all decorated with 
lanterns. In the air, it is reported 
that-several of the hydro-planes 
of the Aviation corps will fly in 
military formation. 

Of course, tho shooting of more 
fire-crackers wil be the main 
feature of furnishing all the noise, 
while drums, gongs, flutes, empty 
kerosene cans and cow-bellg will 
be utilised to produce a little 
“music”.

Failure to Take Delivery. 


In the Supreme Court this 
morning, before the acting Chief 
Justice (Mr. H. H. J. Gompertz), 
Yuet On Hong merchants, carry- 
ing on business at 174 Des Vaoux 
Road Central claimed $9,140.20 
from Leung Ho-tat morchant of 
8 Des Voeux'Road Central. 

Under a contract in writing 
dated 2drd Decembor, 1919, 
plaintiffs sold to the Yee Shou 
Hong 50 piculs of camphor of 
$335 per picul, goods to arrive 
within 90 days and full delivery 
to be taken one week after 
arrival. The defendantin writing 
guaranteed the performance 
of the contract by the firm. The 
firm, in breach of the: contract, 
refused to accept tho goods, 
whereby plaintiffs suffered 
damage to the extont of $9,140.20. 
In the particulars of claim it was 
stated that the contract price of 
the camphor ‘was $16,780.00.

THOUSANDS OF HOUSES 
DESTROYED BY FIRE AT 
TOKYO. ; 


Total Loss Is Estimated ‘at 
$12,500,000. 


The worst fire in a decade im- 
perilled the entire city of Tokyo 
on the night of March 26. It des- 
troyed thousands of houses in the 
northwest district of the city, 
injured 133 persons and rendered 
many thousands homeless. 

Tt is estimated that the loss was 
$12,500,000. The buildings des- 
troyed included three hospitals, a 
bank, and several business houses. 

A violent wind drove the flames 
toward the heart.of the city four 
hours causing @ panic. Four 
thousand troops aided the firemen, 


and only a cessation of the wind | 


permitted the checking of the 
flames. . 
There were scenes of terror in 
many sections, the streets being 
choked with refugees, furniture 
loaded on carts, and many half 
frozen fugitives, including _ mo- 
thers with infants in their arms. ° 
The mounted police with 
difficulty. restrained incipient 
panics in varioug sections. The 
Imperial Gardens were thrown 
open to the sufferers and the diet 
adjourned when the threatening 
nature of the fire was reported.

KING GEORGE AND A 
SOCIALIST. 


Surprise During Visit 
To Norwich. 


There was a remarkable 
i'e¢' dent during a surprise visit 
to Norwich by King George, 
Queen Mary. and Princess Mary 

a personal appeal was made to 
his Majesty by a Socialist on 
behalf of the unemployed. The 
Royal party motored from 
Sandringham and few of. the 
Norwich people knew they were 
coming. The four included a 
visit to the Martineau Hall, 
where 300 women were ut work 
making garments for children of 
poor parents «nd making and 
repairing outfits for the local 
hospital. A large crowd, in- 
“lading many unemployed, 
gtthered outside the hall. 

Inside was Mr. Freeman, an 
xtreme Socialist, and chairman 
of the Unemployment Committee. 
He was among those who were 
oresented to their Majesties, and 
he took advantage of the opport- 
unity to make a direct appeal 
to the King. 

He marched boldly up to His 
Majesty, and the following ensued: 

Mr. Freeman: “I ask sou to 
appeal to Parliamerit for some- 
thing to be done on behalf of our 
unemployed.” 

The King: “You may be sure 
that [ will do everything I pos- 
sibly can to help you. We 
sympathise with you very much, 
ard we do hope that the trouble 
is not going to last very long.” 

Those present were astonished, 
but his Majesty's reply was made 
in kindly tones. 

The King and Queen went to 
Norwich for the express purpose 
of seeing the work which has been 
put in hand for the benefit of the 
unemployed.

creasing.. Wholesale dealers and 
jobbers complain that while their 
prices have been reduced to costa, 
retailers continue to place orders 
oa the day-to-day basis.

‘PHILIPPINES A RE 
“ UNORGANIZED U. S. 
TERRITORY” 


A Notable Decision. 


In admitting Mr. Max Schoop 
to practice law in the Philippines, 
he having been admilted to the 
New York bar and practiced 
there more than the 
five years required by 
Philippine law, tho Philippine 


- guprenio court has decided de- 


finitely that the Philippines are 
an unorganized territory of the 
United States. ; 

Associate, Justice George A. 
Malcolm wrote the long decision, 
in which all the court then sitting 
concurred (Chief Justice Mapa 
and Associate Justices Johnson, 
Araullo, Street, Avancena ard 
Villamon.) : 

The following is quoted. from a 
ruling of the atlorney-general of 
the United States: : 

“While, like Porto, Rico, the 
Philippine Islands are not incor- 
porated in the United States, they 
clearly are terrilory of the United 
States, and to the extent that 
Congress has assumed to legislate 
for them, they have been granted 
a form of territorial government, 
and tothis extent area territory.” 
130 Op, Atty. Gen., U.S.. 462. re- 
ane 24 Op.

“It seems-clear,” says the Phil- 
ippine court, “ that the Philippine 
islands is not ‘another country’ 
referring to a second paragraph 
in the New York provision for re- 
cognition of the status as attor- 
neys of applicants from another 
country -whose' jurisprudence is 
based on the principles of the 
English common law. The Court 
adds: 

“It is not believed that the Now 
York court intended the word 
territory to be limited to the tech- 
nical meaning of organized tér- 
ritory. or it would have used the 
more accurate expression. ‘The 
full phraseology, ‘any state 
or territory of. the American 
Union,’ indicates a sweeping in- 
fention to include all of the 
territory of the United States, 
whatever the political subdivis- 
ion might be, as distinguished 
from foreign country. Other- 
wise, the Philippine Islands 
would be in an anomalous 
position ke unto Edward 
Everett Hale's ‘Man Without a 
Country’—a Jand neither ‘an- 


other country,’ nor a ‘state,’ nor

a'‘territory’--a jand without 
status.” 

This is quoted from a former 
decision (37 Phil. 137), as to 
basic Jaw here; . 

“To ‘elucidate—the principles 
of the Anglo-American Common 
Law are for the Philippines, just 
as they were for the State of 
Louisiura and just as the English 
Common Law was for the United 
States, of far-reaching influence. 
The Comnion Law is entitled to 
ourdecpest respect and reverer ce. 
The courts are constantly guided 
by its doctimes. Yet it is true 
us heretofore expressly decided 
by this Court that—' neither 
English nor American Common 
Law is in force in these Islands, 
nor afe the doctrines derived 
therefrom binding upon our 
cor ris, save only in so far as they 
are founded on sound principles 
applicable to local conditions, 
‘and are not in conflict with 
existing law.’ (U.S. vs. Cuna 
(19€8), 12 Phil, 241.)" 

Then the court says: 

“What we really have, if we 
were not too modest -to claim it, 
is a Philippine Common Law in- 
fluenced by the English and Am- 
erican Common Law, the derecho 
comun of Spain, and the custom- 
ary law of the Islands and build- 
ed on a case law of precedents. 
Into this Philippine Common Law, 
we can properly réfuse to take a 
rulo which would stop other 
courses of reasoning and which, 
because of a lack of legal in- 
genuity would permit men guilty 
of homicide to escape on a tech- 
nicality.” 

“At this juncture, three years. 
after the last quoted comment, 
the influence of English and Am- 
erican jurisprudence can be em- 
phasized even more strongly, A 
survey of recent cases in the Phil 
ippine reports, and particularly 
thoge of the last £. w year , shows 
an increasing reliance upon Eng- 
lish and American authorities in 
the formation of what.may be 
termed a Philipine common law, 
as supplemental ‘to the statute 
Jaw of this jurisdiction.” 

An analysis of the citations in 
the latest 20 volumes of Philip- 
pine reports shows that 3,810 of 
them are from United States caces 
and 2,752 from Philippine cases, 
The court therefore says, “... 
the jurisprudence of this jurisdic- 
tion is based upon English com- 
mon lew inits present day form 
of Anglo-American common law 
to an almost exclusive extent.”

The result of Lhe’ Voting was 
that Mr. Warg Lih-yuan, the 
Proprietor of tho Ate Shit Dat 
had 43 votes for Chinese Chair- 
man; Mr. B, Lenox-Simpson had 
37 votes for. foreign Chairman;

Ata mocting of the Council of 
the Yacht Racing Association, 
held in London the question of 
handicapping was dealt with, and, 
on the motion of Mr. W. File, the 
Council's proposals wore passed, 
with certain amendments.

Ratings of yachts for 
time allowance will be fixed by a 
committee of the Yacht Racing 
Association, and rating will be 
increased 1 per cent. for a first 
prize. No alteration will bo made 
in the rating of a yacht taking a 
second prize. Rating will be 
reduced by half of 1 per cent. for 
a third prize, and by 1 per cent, 
for a yacht not taking a prize. 


-blinded, by their ambition 
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Speeches by Party Léaders. 


“My great thanks are ‘due to 
all of you for the untiring efforts 
you displayed during the seseion 
of tho Diet juat closed in the cause 
of the Government,” wes the re- 
mark with which Mr. Hara, the 
Premior, in his capacity as the 
President of the Seiyu Kai, 
opaned his speech at the general 
meeting ‘of the Party. The 
meeting was attended by some 


200 members. 


“Tho remarkable development 
attained by the country so far,” 
continued the Premier, “suggests 
to the Government various under- 
takings of both political and 
economic importance. It was 
dua to this circumstance thot 
tho Government bills introduced 
inthe last session of the Diet 
were of such a nature as to bring 
the total Budget estimates up ta 
Y1,500,000,000. It is @ mattor 
of great satisfaction that sucha 
hugo Budget was passed by the 
Diet together’ with all supple- 
montary estimates, while all the 
Govornment Bills of legislation 
numbering 110,- with fow  ex- 
ceptions, wore sanctioned by both 
Houses. This unusual success 
is dua, of course, to the efforts of 
the members. who havo ‘the real 
good of the country at’ heart, 
and also to the ‘sincority of the 
majority of tho members of the 
Uppor House who acted more for 
public than for personal con- 
siderations, Of these Bills passed 
by tho Dict, not a few are’ of 
paramount importance for the 
promotion of the national ' wol- 
fare, and somo of them have long 
beon pending before the’ Govern- 
mont. There is reason to believe, 
therefore, that the achiovement 
attained by the Government in 
the last session of the Diet wiil 
surely contribute a great deal 
towards tho onsuring of the wel- 
fare of the people. 

“As has moro than onco been 
pointed out, Japan now stands in 
a most serious position. It is no 
easy task forthe Empire to dis- 
charge its duties as one of the 
Five Greatest Powers of the 
World, and to guard and promote 
the national interests and rights 
in international competition. It 
has been, as itis now, my von- 
stant anxiety to justify the Im- 
perial trust, and to satisfy the 
popular wishes in doaling with 
the prevailing situation of the 
world. : 

“In some sections a belief seoms 

to obtain thata Ministerial chango 
is imminent. It should he .em- 
phasised however that [I am far 
from taking any irresponsible 
action sitiply in quest ‘of my 
personal case and safety, Some 
opponents oppose only for the 
sake of opposition; they are too 
for 
political power to make any pro- 
per choice of measures for the 
attainment of their aim. Such 
an attempt is highly inconsistent 
with the spirit of Constitutional 
Govornment, and will not merit 
the real support of the people.” 
- Mr. Okazaki, Director of the 
Soiyu Kai, expressed his satis- 
faction at. the timely reference, 
in the course of the Premier's 
speech, to the fallacy of the 
alleged imminency of Ministerial 
change. 

The elpction of tho Directors 
and Secretaries of the party was 
then made, which resulted in the 
return of those already in office. 


OPPOSITION PLANS, 

“ After all, the Kensei Kai has 
done what the people expect the 
Opposition to-do in the Diet,” 
was the statement made by Mr. 
Mineura, one of the Directors of 
the Kensei Kai’ at the party 
meeting held immediately after 
the proroguing of the Diet.

minority party, and, at thesame 
time, give assurance, that unlike 
in the past, ho would fight outsido 
parliament, in different parts of 
the country, in the hope of decid- 


‘ing the issue of the campaign. 


An agreement was then made 
to hold the first political mass 
mooting of the Kensci Kai after 
the termination of theDict session, 
on April 7th, in Tokyo, when the 
President of tho party himself 
will speak on tho episodes that 
occurred during the session just 
terminated. : 

On the samo evoning the Koku- 
min-To: also held a general meet- 
ing. ‘ lt was quite disappointing,” 
stated Mr. Inukai, President of 
the party, “that much controvercy 
and ofter unusual disorder was 
caused in the Diet, but very little 
was accomplished. After all, 
what can be said is said, it 
remains indisputable that the 
quality of tho Diot members has 
undergone a serious deterioration.

THE THREAT TO THE NATION. 


Britain, like other countries, has lad a full share of 
industrial disputes’ in these latter days. Many of them 
have been serious. No development has heen quite cvom- 
parable, however, to that which threatens (he country. just 
mow. Reuter speaks of a situntion which * pracucally 
amounts to civil war.’ “Lhe words may well be pondered, 
whether the peril materialises in the present case or not. 
Just as a revolution may happen without a shot being fired, 
a state tantamount to civil war might exist without the 
parties coming into foreible collision, ‘Phe Triple Alliance, 
which has made gestures with te Damoclean sword on 
previous occasions, has now voted for .a strike by all its 
constituent industries at midnight to-morrow unless sulne- 
-thing fresh develops; and thus the immediate danger of a 
suspension nobt-only of coal supplies but of the railways 
and the general transport services ts upon the country, 
Manifestly. the entire industrial: organisation is thereby 
threatenca. Starvation bas shown itself to be a no less 
potent peril than the sword. aud’ such a menace presents 
itself in more than one aspect, An enormous number of 
workers will be thrown out of employment in addition to 
the two million cumposing the Triple Alliance, and even for 
people with money the situation may become hazardous, 
with food production impeded and the means of distribu- 
tion held up. 

The question of a Natiunal Wages Board, with a 
Bhational poul, eminently Huportant as it is. has been 
overshadowed by the present dangers. Qf inimediate 
consequence is the risk of the Jluoding of the mines, which 
constitutes a challenge not .unly to the ‘owners and: the 
Government (tu say nothing of the miners themselves), but 
to the nation. [tas a dheeat that cannot readily. be over- 
estimated. Ln the first (wo or tree days of the strike cases 
of the irreparable flooding of mines were reported, and 
every day increases tle peril. ff the niajor calamity be 
averted, as there are grounds for believing it will -be 
through the loyalty of olucials and volunteers, the damage 
may still be very great. : : 

Later advices suggest an easing of the tension, and it 
may be that’ the ‘Vriple Alliance. having beckoned the 
Frankenstein monster, recoils from the consequences. ‘The 
Alliance might well be alarmed viewing the matter simply 
Hrom the industrial and economic standpoint, which, as 
intimated, would suttice pracuically to’ constitute “a state 
of civil war"; and there is no a urance that matters 

ould stop there. Indeed, one carés not to prophesy where 
he conflict would ‘end. Happily, there are some brighter 
tokens. ‘Ihe messages from home indicate that already 
considerable bodies of workers belonging to the Triple 
Alliance itsel!’ are opposed to a generalstrike, and demand 
its postponement and a ballot. Most gratifying is the 
esponse to the Government's appeal. There is an un- 
pleasant sound about the news that recruiting offices 
esemble the curly days of the war, but also an encourag- 

note, signifying as it does that the nation is ready to 

operate in the preservation of law and order. ‘There 
bannot’ well be any suggestion that these measures - are 
Hesigned to coerce the strikers—the Premier has even 
Abandoned the condition that th 


surely there might have been: a 
word of appreciation said for the 
surveyors and designers of what 
is undoubtedly the most remark- 
able road in the Colony.. The 
climb right from Morrison Hill to 
tho summit is one of almost per- 
fect gradient and the manner in 
which really awkward corners 
have been avoided is a tribute: to 
the designing skill of our P.W.D, 
staff. There is only one bad 
twist, that being the hairpin bend 
where the road crosses the Bowen 
Road level, though it is difficult 
to see how that could 
have been obviated... There are 
plenty of people prone to criticise 
our P.W.D. on the slightest pro- 
vocation without ever thinking to 
acknowledge a piece of good 
constructive work. When we 
think that events justify criticism 
wo gonerally administer it, but 
because ‘over the weok-end we 
havo had opportunity of testing 
the splendid construction of the 
Wanchai Gap motor road wo 
should like to sound this note of 
appreciation, The present ugly 
scars on the hillside will soon be' 
clothed in vordure and the Colony 
will he-ablo to boast not only of 
one of tho most beautifully ecenic 
roads in the world but also one of 
tho best designed. There may be 
differing opinions as.to the road’s 
necessity but there can scarcely 
he two opinions as to the manner 
of its building. 


The Trade Slump. 


The crisis created.at Home by 
the coal strike was quite 
puificiont bad news for ono day, 
but on Saturday Router was any- 
thing but cheering in telling us 
of the acute trade slump as 
roveuled by the Board of Trade 
returns for March. As compared 
with @ year ago exports weredown 
by 37 millions and imports down 
by 83 millions. Realising that, 
one can better appreciate tho 
seriousness of the present labour 
troubles. Of course, trade deprea- 
sion is common: to the whole 
world just now and the only thing 
that will cause a revival is the 
final sottling of ‘the. host 
of international questions that 
still remain in the discus- 
sion stage. The world is 
not suffering from over-pro- 
duction, it is suffering from 
a lack of confidence. Somé of 
the bigger nations are still watch- 
ing each other with open 
suspicion and in the world of 
finance caution is far more in 
evidence than enterprise. Diplom- 
acy has failed to bring us the 
order and quiet that it might and 
one cannot -help thinking of all 
that was said during the war 
regarding the inevitable passing 
of secret negotiations. The world 
is probably unripe for that stage, 
but it has waited a long time 
(and with pationce) for the pass- 
ing of the war's after effects, 
When statesmencomplain against 
labour troubles they should re- 
member that for the present dis- 
tress in the labour world they are 
largely responsible, because they

Foreign Office In Tokyo 
Preparing Statement. - 
The foreign office in Tokyo is 
preparing a statement in reply 
to certain portions. of a book 
written by former secretary of 
State, Robert Lansing, and just

Several months ago it was 
engaged in writing a book review- 
ing events during his occupancy, 
of the office of.secretary of State,, 
and that the book would be 
placed on sale on March fifth, the 
day after President Wilson left 
office. 


Mr. Lansing was Secretary of 
State in President Wilson's ca- 
binet from June, 1915 until Feb- 
ruary 1920, when he resigned 
after a disagreement with Presi- 
dent Wilson. Before assuming 
the office of Secretary of state, 
Mr. Lansing was counsellor ‘for 
the State Department. Upon the 
resignation of William Jennings 
Bryan as Secretary of state in 
June 1915, Mr. Lansing was ap- 
pointed to that office by President 
Wilson.

A Study. in Contrasts. 


Travelling through France and 
Belgium just now gives an amar. 
ing impression of how a frontior 
line can alter the effects of war. 
One is apt to think of devastation 
as. having no respect — for 
boundaries, aud of a sholl-shat- 
tered building in one country 
being very much like a shattered: - 
building in another, The long 
journey from Paris to Colonge 
proves how queerly wrong that 
illusion is aa regards the western 
front. 

In France writes a correspond- 
ent of the Manchester Guardian, 
the country still smoulders with 
the colours pf the dead year. 
The trees are hung with the 
tawny rage stripped from Autumn 
when reluctantly she’ tears 
herself away as Winter comes. 
There is no tang of spring and 
new life in the air; all the scents. 
have a hint of decay in them— 
dead woods, burnt weods, water 
stagnant from Jeng standing. 
And in all the ruined villages 
there is the same wistful 
memory of the past and hopgjess 
disregard for the future. “Here

field. But in almost every case 
the ruins are just cast aside, like 
a child's broken toy, and rain and 
wind have made them as tawny 
ag atitume. Moss is growing in 
the niches of them, just as it is 
growing over the tangles of 
barbed wire and tho half-buried 
muages of machine-guns. Tho 
train’ went past stations with 
their roofs a mere uneven lattice 
of torn ratters, and past towns 
as quiet and empty as the king- ° 
dem of the Sleeping Beauty be- 
fora the Prince came. The 
people seem to have struck away 
from the pale ghosts of their old 
homes. It ia incredibly untouch- 
ed and lonely, the devastation of 
France. 

Across'the frontier Belgium is 
boisterously active. It would be 
perfectly possible fora. Rip van 
Winkle to travel through on his 
way to Cologne and never guess 
at the dreadful passage - that war 
had made before him, There is 
practically no sign of devastation. - 
Towns whose names shout .of 
bloodshed and heroism look as 
pert and tidy as a garden plot, 
with never ea pane of broken 
glass or fallen brick to mar their 
order. Namur, tumbling down 
the rocks on which it is built, is 
clamorous. with activity; valiant 
ugly Liege aust have forgotten 
that it ever did anything more 
heroic than stoke its furnace fires 
and overcharge travellers in its. 
station buffet, Along a wall 
somewhere near Charleroi “ Hip, 
hip, bourra” is printed in big 
white lettera as an oxuberant if 
untutored compliment to: an 
ally. This and a“ Cafo Tipperary ” 
in a small village were the most 
vivid recollections of war that1 
noticed, 

These Belgian ‘villages were 
alive with industry. Everyone 
was working. Hither one saw 

the workers actually at their job 
or else one saw the fruits of hid- 
den industry under such guises 
as washing spread over a hedgo 
or cradles of stone going slong a 
quarry’s ¢verhead wire. I think 
it is literally true that I did 


“|not see any single house unbless- 


ed by some form of activity, 
Sometimes a cow waa being 
milked or the rugs shaken out of 
the windows .or the inevitable | 
washing arranged over the 
privet. In one house a woman 
who had doubtless done with all 
her might everything else’ that 
her hand had found to do was 
bathing a baby on the verandab. 
lt was, fortunately for the baby, 
a very mellow January day, ; 
though twilight was covering 
the earth with shadows by then 
and the slim new moon rode like. 
a silver ship through the pale 
sky. . : 
In the railway’ compartment 
with me on the journey travelled 
a French poilz who had neglected 
the formality of buying a. ticket, 
and who slept away most.of the- 
thirteen hours, undisturbed by 
Customs officers and ticket- 
collectors—French, Belgian, and ..

THE LATE MR. CHAMP 
CLARK. . 


Outline of ‘his Career. 


Tho tate Mr. Champ. Clark, 
Congressman from the Ninth-- 
the Pike County--District of 
Missouri. ona time Speaker of the 
- National House of Represent- 
atives and a leading candidate 
for President. at the Densocratic 
convention in 1912, when he 
received a majority vole on 
tho first ballots, was Lest known 
as a public speaker. Long 
vervice in Congress, ability to 
tolk readily, fluently. and enter- 
tainingly on avarinty of subjects. 
anda dogged ‘persistence in is 
political anibitions warned for 
him a degree of consideration in 
tho Democratic party somewhat 
boyond his desserts as a legislator 
states the New York Meening 
Post. 

Although he had been Demo- 
cratic floor leader in the House, 
Mr. Clark was not regarded as 
boing among tho first of his day 
ana parliamentary tactician, oT 
as a debater. But ho was a 
gonial, likable man, and was 
popular with members 
political parties at tho national 
capital. The firm friendship 
which existed for years 
hotween Mr. Clark and his 
Repndlican opponent, Joseph 
G. Cannon, was matter 
for frequent cominent with those 
who took tteir politics more 
. goriousty even than the politicians 
thomselves, 

“Mr Clark owas. christened 
Janos Beauchamp, but on arriv- 
ing at manhood be decided that 
he wanted « more distinctive, an 
untsual cognomen. “ Thero 
ware’ said he too many James¢s, 


and Beauchamp seemed too pre-| 


tontious: so I dropped the Jumes 
and beheaded the Beanchamp, 
leaving me plain Champ.” 

The act itself-and the explana- 
tio wore characteristic. In 
public life ho always showed a 
proference for the picturesque, 
in both the form and the substance 
of his renvarks, As an orator it 
was said that he nevar acquired 
the grace and polish of a trained 
rheterician, yot he was none the 
low forcible. He spoke in. o 
dialect. that — of 
mixiure of. old) Virginia and 
Kontueky, with a flavour of the 
Far West His forte Jay cin 
addressing a Southern or West- 
ern country audience. As astump 
speakor ina hot political cam- 
paign he was, probably, unsur- 
passed in his day and before his 
kind of an audience. He delighted 
in driving home an argument 
with a story: he quoted freely 
fron the Bible, with which he 

“waa, probab'y, more familiar than 

with any other book, and he bad 
abiding faith in the force of an 
antithesis, ~ 
“ Ghamp Clark born in 
Anderson County, Kentucky, in 
1850, and received .a primary 
education in a country ‘school, 
later goin’ to the University 
of Kentucky, from which he was 
exoelled for exchanging pistol 
shots with another student, 
’ Glark then went to Bethany 
College. West Virginia, to finish 
his literary education. He was 
very poor, He rented a room in 
the hasement of the school at 
$a vear, Follow students, the 
sons of wealthy farmers, out of 
sympathy for Clark, shared their 
rooms with him. © During tho 
year he was in Bethany College 
he ted all his classes, but the 
faculty split over whether-a one- 
year student should be graduated 
with first honours Clark was 
finally awarded the honour.

THE YOUNGES? COLLEGE 
PRESIDENT. 


The day following his graduat- 
‘jon Clark ‘and one of his college 
chums went to the residence of 
Alexander Campbell to visit the 
‘latter's daughters. A party of 
gentlemen were playing croquet 
on tle lawn. They were the 
trustees of: Marshall College, a 
State normal school, at. Hunting- 
ton., W. Va. The trustees told 
Campbell.that they were seeking 
a president for Marshall College. 


“Why,” Campbell said, looking 
down the road as Clark drove 
up. “here comes now the very 
mau you want. His namo is 
James Beauchamp Clark, He is 
the brightest man that was ever 
graduated from Bethany: College. 
He is the best Latin scholar, the 
chest Greek scholar, the best 
Hobrew scholar, and the best 
German scholar.” : 


The trustees, without waiting 
for an introduc ion to Clark, with- 
drew. to oa corner of the croquet 
gratinds and elected him president 
of Marshall College. Clark was 
ion twenty-three. years old. 
For ‘Years it was his boast 
that ho held the record for being’ 
the youngest college president in 
tho United States. . .

Clack left West Virginia for 
Missouri in 1875. He waa elocted 
to the Missouri Legislature in 
1889. Tis contribution to the 
State's, statutes were an anti- 
Trust law and a ballot law mod- 
elled on the Australian system, 
At the complation of his term in 
the General Assembly Clark was 
slected to the Fifty-third Con- 
uress. Hoe was renominated, but 
defeated. for the Fifty-fourth, and 
elected ta tha Fifty-fifth and sub- 
sequent Congresses until last 
tall, when he was defeated by 
‘yy.
